You  will  observe  Richard  Loucks,  U,  E.  of 
Osnabruck  Township  referred  to  as  "Dietrich"  and  his  wife  as  "Dorothea"  His 
name  Loucks  is  spelled  in  a  variety  of  ways  just  according  to  who  recorded  it. 
His  name  Loucks  is  recorded  correctly  in  many  placesjbefore  and  at  the  same 
time  these  records  were  made*

DO  NOT  COTFUSE  THE  FOLLCTING  CHURCH  RECORDS. 

As  I  have  recorded, Richard  Loucks,  U.  E»  of  Osnabruck  Township,  and  his 
son  Richard  Loucks,  JUrriOR^  both  came  to  Osnabruck  Township,  in  1784  and,  lived 
there  permanently  until  their  death  «  Bother  ar  e  buried  in  Woodlands  W»^Cigmetry 
Osnabruck  Townshio,  now  flooded  and  part  of  the  Seaway.  Richa  rd  Loucks «  JUNICR'S 
Headston?« (which  also  irtcludes  the  name  of  his  wife,  Catherine  Settle)  1774-1841, 
is  in  the  Memorial  Cemetry,  Crysler  Battlefield  Park,  which  includes  Upper 
Canada  Village^ 

ANOTHER  "RICHARD"  (not  mv  family)  came  to  Williamsburg  Township,  as  a 
small  child  with  his  father.  By  coincidence  he  married  a  "Caf-erine"  . 
This  "other  Richard"  died  in  Williamsburg  in  1804.  This  is  in  the  church  records. 

In  1804,  both  my  U.  E.  Loyalist  ancester,  Richard  Loucks,  U  E.  of 
Osnabruck  Township,  and  his  son  Richard  Loucks,  Junior,  of  Osnabruck 'Town ship 
were  well  and  alive. 
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The  20th  November,  1803,  Colonel  John  Crysler  of  Crysler's  Farm  married 
N  ancy  Loucks,  of  Osnabruck  Township,  daughter  of  Richard  Loucks,  U.E.  and  his 
wife  Dorothy  (Fox)  Loucks.    Richard  Loucks,  U.  E.  is  recorded  in  the  old 
church  records  as  -"Dieterich  Loucks  of  Osnabruck" 

Descendants  of  William  P.  Loucks,  of  Leeds  and  Lanark  Townships  were 
confused  for  some  time.  Neither  William  P.  Loucks  or  his  son  William  Alfred 
Loucks  belong  to  the  Richard  Loucks,  U,  E,  of  Osnabruck  Township  line. 
V/illiam  Alfred  Loucks'  name  is  on  the  1851  Census  of  Williamsburg  Township,  as 
is  William  Loucks,  (son  of  William  Loucks,  U.  E.)  but  he  and  his  wife  Margaret 
(Crysler  )  Loucks  are  recorded  "Louks". 

A  misleading  error  appeared  in  a  sketch  of  my  great  grandfather,  John 
W.  Loucks,  in  a  book  entitled  "  The  Canadian  Dictionary  and  Portrait  Gallery 
of  Eminent  and  Self-Made  Men,  Ontario  Volume.  1880,  pg.  662,  under  the  heading 
"John  W.  Loucks  -  Morrisburg", 

Quote:  "John  W.  Loucks,  clerk  of  the  Division  Court,  is  the  son  of 
William  Loucks,  a  United  Empire  Loyalist  from  the  State  of  New  York,  settling 
in  the  County  of  Stormont  soon  after  the  American  Revolution,  and  afterwards 
purchasing  land  where  he  died  at  a  great  age  in  1863»   The  year  1863  is 
erroneous.  This  date  was  copied  and  appeared  in  Carter's  Dundas,  the  obituary 
of  John  ',V.  Loucks  in  1892,  and  unfortunately  by  my  father,  Arthur  Moseley 
Loucks,  which  I  copied  from  his  notes. 

My  great  great  grandfather  did  not  leave  his  fathers  farm  in  1803  as 
stated  in  a  story  written  at  the  time  of  the  building  of  Upper  Canada  Village. 
Documents  prior  to  1803  prove  this  statement  to  be  incorrect. 

Also,  John  W.  Loucks,  did  not  buy  the  farm  in  Williamsburg  Township, 
on  which  Loucks  House  was  built,  from  his  father  in  1824o 

John  W.  Loucks  purchased  the  farm  from  HIS  BROTHER   William  Loucks, 
(Jr.)  in  1823o  See  Abstract  in  other  part  of  this  letter,   William  Loucks,  Jr. 
lived  in  Williamsburg,  Finch, and  Matilda  Townships  during  his  life. 

In  this  same  story  there  is  reference  to  "Louks"  a  Dutchman"  and  "Louch" 
dated  1817,    Richard  Loucks,  U.  E.  Osnabruck  Township  had  been  deceased  some 
years  in  1817,   His  will  was  registered  in  1816, 

William  Louks  of  Charlottsvil. le  Township,  Norfolk  County  is  referred  to 
as  "William  Louks,  Norfolk  County,  about  1788','  and  William  Louks,  Norfolk 
County,  about  1790','   You  will  notice  that  the  certificate  of  my  great  great 
grandfather  William  Loucks,  U.  E.  then  residing  in  Osnabruck  Township, was  dated 
1787,  about  ^1788",  and  the  1789  map  of  Osnabruck  Township  had  the  mis-spelled 
name  Loucks,  recorded  as  "Louks"  on  the  1789  Map,  "about  1790". 

Other  members  of  the  Louks  family  listed  in  the  1351  Census  of  Norfolk 
County  are:  Jacob  Louks,  born  U.  S.  age  67:  Philip  Louks,  born  U,  S,  38  years  of 
age,  and  another  William  Louks,  born  U.  S,  age  42  next  birthday, 
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It  is  no  surprise  to  me»that  with  the  volume  of  erroneous  information 
contained  in  all  forms  of  the  news  media,  as  well  as  information  given 
by  persons  who  were  not  connected  to  Richard  Loucks,  U.  E«  of  Osnabruck 
Township,  or  his  son  William  Loucks,  U,  £•  who  settled  in  Osnabruck  Township, 
in  1784,  that  so  many  people  were  misinformed. 


The  function  and  aim  of  the  United  Empire  Loyalist  Association  is 
to  preserve  the  history,  traditions,  and  genealogical  information  of  the 
United  Empire  Loyalists  and  their  descendents.
